One of the expert officials of the Pen- 


sion Office has prepared for the Evenjng 
Star an interesting calculation as to when 
the pension roll will be extinct by reason 
of the death of all its beneficiaries. 
He 


declares that the probable date when the 
last name will be erased from the pension 
roll cannot be stated with even approxi- 
mate accuracy. This is true even to the 
old soldiers, though their number is stead- 
ily deceasing by death. An increase is 
shown of other beneficiaries, including 
widows, minor children and dependent 
parents. "An interesting probable result 
concerning this question," says the author- 
ity alluded to, "mav be determined with 
a little-care and a few figures. What the 
actual result may be twenty-five years 
nence remains to be seen, as possible wars 
and new legislation will change present 
calculations and conclusions. During the 
past year there were 45,344 pensioneM add- 
ed to the roll. Of these 4699 were the 
restored names of those who for various 
reasons had been dropped. 
By reason of 


the aeath, remarriage or other causes there 
were dropped from the roll 43,344 pension- 
ers, or a difference of 2010 on the side of 
the increase, the roll having grown that 
amount over all sources of decrease in a 
year. The total number on the roll at the 
close of the year wos 998,629. 
With the 


roll increasing at the average rate of 2,000 
a year, a date when a corresponding de- 
crease would ensue cannot be fixed, but it 
is possible to show when it would be closed 
out entrtely, assuming that the increase 
ceased. 
. 
If the increase and decrease are equal, 


or comparatively so, the roll will remain 
stationary like a flood tide, with slight 
fluctuations in various years, as the old 
soldiers die off and new names of their 
beneficiaries are added. But, if there was 
no increase at all, and an annual average 
decrease of 43,000 names, which has been 
about the average decrease during the past 
five years, the roll would be exhausted in 
twenty-three years, or in 1924. If, there- 
fore, it would take twenty-three years to 
exhaust the roll at this ratio of decrease 
in tne assumed absence of any increase, 
the passing of the middle of the present 
century may show comparatively slight 
change, because, while tlie old soldiers Till 
be all dead by 1950, unless they are alive 
as centenarians, their beneficiaries will 
have taken taeir places, together with the 
veterans of the Spanish war, if not those 
lof possible other wars. It will be seen, 
consequently, that the matter is largely 
conjectural, and must remain forever so.

DOVLESTOWH. 


The public was interested in the an- 


nouncement made here on Saturday to the 
effect that a confession had been made in 
the Edwards murder case, at Jamison. It 
was found upon investigation, however, 
that there was no truth in the report. 
At 


least the origin of the story could not be 
discovered. The rumor recalls the state- 
ment of the detectives wha worked on 
the case without results for several weeks. 
They averred that it was one of those pe- 
culiar murders the mystery of which would 
only be disclosea by a confesison, as all 
clues ware lost. The atrocious character 
of the crime and'ofher incidents connect- 
ed with the tragedy made it appear like 
an easy matter to solve at first, but it 
proved to be one of the most mysterious 
affairs on record. 


The final report of the committee ap-

Dr. Carlos I* Villar, Argentine Army 


Surgoen, has published a report of the 
treatment of fifty cases of tuberculosis 
with his serum at the military hospital in 
Buenos Ayres. The treatment extended 
from December I1, 1900, to April 20, 1901. 


Tuberculosis in the early stage, says Dr. 


Villar, was cared within forty days. Pat- 
ients whose eases were more advanced, 
but without complications, ne reports, 
were all cured within ninety days. 
Of 


those patients whose cases were far ad- 
vanced all were cured except those who 
could offer ve.-y little resistance to the 


- -disease. Dr. Villar did not divulge the 


character of his »orum, but it is known to 
be a yellow fluid. Hypodermic injections 
are made, varying in quantity every se- 
cond, third, fourth or fifth day, according 
to the individual cases. Argentine physi- 
cians have been invited to investigate the 
alleged cures by the serum treatment.

•DISCS THAT ARE NUISANCES. 
Sounds that may be declared nuisances 


by appeal to the law are varied. Num- 
erous decisions in England and this coun- 
try have determined the character of 
noises that may be legally suppressed. 
Thus, among earlier complaints made, as 
we learn from the New York Sun which 
cites the following examples, was an Eng- 
lish case where an injunction was granted 
against a band. A similar decision was 
made against the mnsic and noise general- 
ly at an English fete. 
Singing in public 


places,playing hand organs and other mus- 
ical instruments in suoh a way as to be 
serious annoyetice have been declared pub- 
lic nuisances. 


In West Virginia the noise of a skating 


rink has been held to be an abatable nuis- 
ance. In a North Carolina case the stamp- 
ing of horses in a livery stable near the 
plaintiff's dwelling was adjudged a nuis- 
ance. In numerous instances the courts 
have held that noise of the school ground 
constituted a public nuisance. 


The courts have gone so far in some 


instances as to hold that the noise inci- 
dent to an ordinary business may be a 
nuisance. In 1882 the question was raised 
in a Massachuestts case with reference to 
a factory bell, and the court declared the 
ringing of the bell to be a nuisance within 
the meaning of the law. 
A similar con- 


clusion was reached in another case where 
objection was made to the noise in a black- 
smith shop, the hammering on the anvil 
and other noise incident to a blacksmith's 
work. But the courts have been as pru- 
dent as possible in cases where objection 
has been made to sounds arising in the 
ordinary course of business. 
They have 


been forced to observe more than ordinary 
prudence in dealing with this phase of 


The desertions among recruits who have 


enlisted to go to tho Philippines Is a topi 
that is giving the War Department much 
concern. So general and so numerous are 
desertions, that there has had to be a re 
taxation of regulations as to deserters. 
They cannot be severely 
disciplined, 


Neither the enlistment nor desertion con 
dltions are likely to be improved by the 
return of discharged troops to the Unitec 
States. The experience of American sol 
diers and their views of the Philippine 
people, country and conditions, are noi 
likely to influence men to go to those is 
lands. There is also too much of th 
world's flotsam and jetsam drifting there 
to make the situation attractive or desir 
able.—Doylestown Intelligencer. 


As usual the Intelligencer is guilty o 


rattling away and making statements wit 
utter disregard to the facts of the case. 
Whether the above article is a wilful per 
version of the truth or a pardonable mis 
understanding, we cannot state. It is true 
that there have been considerable deser 
tions among the recruits who enlisted for 
the purpose of goinn to the Philippines.

from being a nuisance, an inconvenience 
it may be a positive pleasure." 


But in this case, where the bell haJbeen 


ringing five times a day, on an average o 
ten minutes each time, and on five day 
in each week, from the time the chnrci 
was built in 1843, the learned Judge held 
in epite of his reference to the pleasurable 
ness of the sound, that the sound was 
public nuisance, and an injunction wa 
granted. 
It was this ruling that Judgi 


Hare followed in the Philadelphia case 
and the same principle has been observe! 
in other cases since that time. 


The test laid down in the books is tha 


any "noise which constitutes an annoy 
ance to a person of ordinary sensibility tc 
sound, such as materially to interfere witn 
the ordinary comfoit of life, and impai: 
the reasonable enjoyment of his habita 
tion, is a nuisance to him." This is thi 
doctrine applied in American cases, and i 
was applied in a New York case where ob- 
jection was made to the noise of a trade 
and while holding that the noise of a trad 
was not a nuisance per so, the Court con 
eluded that it might become soon accoun 
of the manner of conducting the business.

The kind that denies to the 
party voter on either aide the right to in 
dicate his preference for a straight ticket 
by a single mark, is of very doubtful utili- 
ty. 


Political parties are a necessi^f in rep- 


resentative government. Citizens natur- 
ally range themselves on one side or the 
other. 
They should be afforded every 


facility to express their choice at the polls. 


Ballot reformers who fail to recognize 


this fact sbould not be allowed to dictate 
legislation in referecne to the management 
of elections. It would only lead to • con- 
fusion and mischief to permit such vision- 
ary amateurs to control the election ma- 
chinery of the State. 


There is no certainty that the abuses 


connected witn the present law of whien 
complaint is made, would be corrected by 
a law that compelled every voter to ex 
plore the entire ballot to find the names 
of those candidates whom he regards as 
worthy of his support. There Is absolute- 
ly no benefit to be derived from a measure 
of this kind. No matter what plan may 
finally meet the approval of the Legisla- 
ture, it should retain the circle above the 
party ballot, because nine-tenths of the 
whole number of voters desire it and will 
be greatly inconvenienced by its removal. 


Genuine ballot reform is a public de- 


mand, but most of the measures which 
nave so far been presented at Harrisburg 
are anything but reforms. It may be pos- 
sible to combine the better provisions of 
each of them into a satisfactory law, but 
it must be borne in mind that the party 
circle is indispensable, and that any meas- 
ure which eliminates that feature will 
prove unsatisfactory to the toting public.

On Sunday morning last at 2.15 o'clock,

Tbe pro- 
perties are owned jointly bv Loring Mottz 
and David Oarty. The loss is about $1000, 
which is covered by insurance. 


Forest Fire In Falls. 


Bucks county had a genuine forest fire 


on Sunday. It started in Falls township 
•hortlv after noon and it was about mid- 
night before the flames were suppressed. 
The fire created great excitement for a 
time. 
There are several tracts of timber in the 


township whicn make what is practically 
a continuous strip of wood land three or 
four miles long, comprising nearly 400 
acres. Much,of it is young timber, among 
which is considerable dead stuff choked 
off by the dense growth. 
About noon a 


treat volume of smoke was noticed ascend- 
ing from the woods, and upon investiga- 
tion it was founa that a dangerous fire had 
started. 


The dead leave* and limbs burned fierce-

with cedar brush. In some place* toe fire 
ascended almost to the tops of the trees. 
A lot of oord wood was also food for the 
fire. For a time the smoke was so dense 
that it almost obscured the sun in the im 
mediate vicinity of the fire.

Company Directors, the borough attorney 
was consulted and it was learned that the 
right is vested in Council.

Recipe for Tamalas. 


In the West, particularly that portion of 


the Southwest which has become imbued 
with some of the customs, the hot tamale 
is a delicacy that is in great demand. The 
following is a rceipe by a profesisonal ta- 
male man and was. publishe4 in the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat: 


Take fresh Ijeef (neck is best, because 


it has a proper amount of fat), "trail the 
meat until perfectly tender and chop fine. 
To one pound of meat add one large onion 
p,nd one medium 
tomato. 
Add salt and 


red pepper to taste and moisten the whole 
mass to the consistency of mush by add- 
ing part of the liquid in which the meat 
was boiled. Take the remainder of the 
liquid and, if neceessary, add water to 
make mush. Use the best corn-meal and 
cook thoroughly. It should be a trifle 
stiffer than ordinary mush. 


Get nice fresh husks 6 or 8 inches long 


and soak in warm water until pliable. 
Upon each one spread a coating of mush 
about one-half inch thick and upon this 
place a good:spoonful of the meat mixture 
and roll up BO that the meat is covered with 
mush and the whole nicely wrapped in the 
husk. Steam fifteen minutes.

My first acquaintance with tbe Apache 


came about lu tbe most unexpected man- 
ner and at a time when I was wholly un- 
prepared to receive such distinguished 
»i si tors. 


It was in the fall of 1882. 
I had been 


In Lna A I'gos, Now Mexico, about six 
months, working in the jobroom of The 
Daily Optic, then leading daily in tbe ter- 
ritory. 
1 bad not accumulated much 


money. About the only thing I had ac- 
quired WIIH a desire to get back to civili- 
zation anil tbe ambition to become the 
proprietoi of a newspaper. 
It happened 


about Unit time that a big excitement 
broke out over the discovery of gold at 
Kingston, 
near take 
Valley. 
Then 


"Itnss" Kistler. reporter for The Optic, 
cam*: .o niu nnd said: 


"There is a fine opening for a paper 


down at Kingston. 
Why can't we go 


down there and start one? It won't cost 
much and will be a paying investment." 


I told him I was willing if I could see 


any way to get the press and material to 
work with. 


"That in easy enough," be answered. 


"There Is an old 'Champion' press in tbe 
junkroom of this olfiee which they offer 
to sell to til cheap on the installment plan, 
and if you are willing we'll go in together 
and give the thing a trial." 


I readlb accepted tbis offer, and hasty 


preparations were made to move our 
traps to the new El Dorado. 


We took tbe evening train on the Santa 


Fp road nnd went to Nutt station, 850 
miles from Las Vegas. From there we 
bad to make our journey by wagon, a dis- 
tance of 10 miles. 
We hired a wagon 


and team at Nutt station, and loading In 
oar press and other materials we set out 
for the n< w town with light hearts and 
blight expectations. 


We soon fell in with a half dozen other 


wagons on their way to the new mines, 
nnd though there had been some trouble 
with the Indians in that vicinity a short 
titae befoi c, we thought that our number 
would waul off any attack, but in this we 
were mistaken. I had never met any of 
the Apaclics before, bat It was a wild, 
picturesque place tbey selected for our 
first meeting—far from tbe influence of 
civilization and the United States army. 


We had camped oo a little knoll, on ev- 


ery side of which stretched the unbroken 
monotony of the sagebrush and the dark 
Mexican thistle. It was a grand sight 
we witnessed the next morning when tbe 
sun ros.- out tbe sea of prairie desert and 
revealed 
tbe cloudlike peaks of the 


mighty Rncklet looming through the gray 
mist of ea i linens. 


Here, en> the stars sang together, na- 


ture, in bt<r Erst <raptnre of existence, 
"flung aloft her giant arms and froze the 
mountain in eternal snows!" 


But that was before my day, and 1 


don't know what sbe done next but sup- 
pose she turned the conntry over to the 
Apaches. 
If I had been there at the 


time, I would bave got nature to throw 
aloft b<r arms once more and rake in a 
few of tbe Apaches. I should like to see 
a few Apnches "froze into eternal snow" 
—that Is, I think I would, though I might 
not bave any use for them for some time 
to come, vet they would keep a long 
while In that condition. 


But to return to the scene. It waa a 


grand sight that met our gaze that morn- 
Ing. 
But there was one thing that marred 


its loveliness and sent a gloom over the 
party. In Ibe background, coming slow- 
ly toward onr camp, was a gang of 
Apache Indians. This went a great way 
toward destroying tbe beauty of tbe wild, 
picturesque scene. 


Tbe Optic reporter, who had brought 


along an opera gloss, climbed upon a 
wagon and surveyed the advancing host. 
Then he quit surveying nnd climbed down 
from the wagon and commenced to pat 
a bridle on our (leetest horse. 


-Boys," be snid with the air of one 


who bad come to a foregone conclusion, 
"I am a man of few words. Those In- 
dians may be friendly and tbey may not 
be. If tbe.t are friendly, I'll see yon back 
at the station, and If not I'll get the de- 
tails of the butchery In tbe dally papers." 


Then be mounted the animal and was 


in tbe act of riding away when another 
gang of Apaches was discovered coming 
from tbe opposite direction from tbe first 
Tbis gave matters another aspect to tbe 
man on the horse, and he turned about 
and dismounted. I-could see that be was 
disappointed about something, though he 
aaid nothing. 


I thought it strange at the time that two 


separate gangs of Apacbea should happen 
to meet at that particular spot, but my 
acquaintance with them since has given 
me reasons to believe that tbe meeting 
was not altogether accidental on their 
pnrt We held a harried consultation to 
decide whether we should meet tbem aa 
"friendly" or "hostile" Indiana. 


The Optic man remarked that If he bad 


bla way a tout It be would rather not 
meet tbem at all. bat as we conld not 
avoid It be waa in favor of showing fight 
from tbe Erst 


Another member of the party said he 


was afraid that would not do. 
Tbey

MAINE'S CONSUMPTION CURE. 


It I. Said «o Be Tolerably Certain, 


but Few People 'Will Take It. 


Maine doctors send, patients suffering 


from tuberculosis Into the northern pine 
woods. There the patient must live fur 
from bis kind, enduring a loneliness that 
Is often ns bad as death. People whose 
lungs are seriously affected and who 
know the conditions upon which their 
lives may be prolonged often hesitate to 
accept tbe ndtice of their physicians and 
go thus Into exile. 


Every man who seeks the prolongation 


of his life in the woods must pay a heavy 
price. If he could go to an np river hotel 
and come Into contact with persons who 
travel to and from the cities, or if be 
could build a sanitarium and make his 
environment to snit himself, it would be 
different, but the physicians have learned 
that isolation Is one of the most potent 
of the curative agents that can be em- 
ployed. Sufficient light work to keep up 
the appetite and to occupy the patient's 
mind, so that be shall have no time for 
brooding over his ills, is another part of 
the cure. Isolation, occupation and warm, 
dry quarters on high land among the pine 
woods complete the treatment wbicb the 
patient must take, which in time will 
probably restore him to health. 


There are from 25 to 60 consumptive 


patients in tbe Maine woods at all sea- 
sons of the year. They reside In the 
forest, year In and year out, until their 
lungs begin to heal. After this, if there i« 
no unfavorable symptom for six months 
longer, the exile is permitted to visit bia 
friends for a few days, not oftener than 
twice a year. 


After four jears of such solitary con- 


finement he Is permitted to take board in 
a sporting camp where not more than 
four persona can be accommodated at one 
time, and to live there until his cure Is 
completed or he Is able to do a full day's 
work without fatigue. At the end of 
abort! five years the patient U bale and 
able to work among men, gets a certifi- 
cate which lets him at liberty. 


Among the more than 400 Maine peo 


pie who are taken with consumption ev- 
ery year not one In ten will agree to un- 
dergo tbe ordeal which Is the price of re- 
covery, and of those who do go to the 
woods not one In five will stay long 
enough to take the full treatment. 
The 


majority prefer an early death to the pro- 
longed absence from those who make life 
Worth living. Yet the records show that 
nine out of every ten men who have been 
steadfast enough to see tbe treatment 
through to tbe end have come out cured, 
while of those woo bave died In-tbe 
woods only two oat oj nearly a hundred 
bam died troto cbBauMptlon.-N«w York

there is nothing surely that destroys that 
dressy get up so much as bagging trou- 
•ers, unless it be dirty shoes. 


Try as you may to preserve the "bang" 


by creasing or pulling them up over tbe 
kneecap when* sitting or putting In a 
stretcher or beneath the mattress of you 
bed overnight, all these are only ait 
and they cannot maintain that perfect 
form during tbe whole lifetime of th 
garment. 


It is more than possible that you hav 


never given a thought as to whether ther 
might be any fundamental cause for th: 
evil. You will be surprised to learn tba 
it Is due to disease.

time tbey are worn. 
The trouble goes 


back further than that. It begins on th 
sheep's back—that is, if they are wool. 


These and other interestiug facts wer 


learned from an expert Viho has mad 
wool a life study and who buys and set' 
more of it than any other half dozen me 
in the business, since he is the chief buy 
er for one of the biggest wool syndicate 
in tbe world. 


This gentleman knows by the feel an 


appearance of wool just how and wher 
it was gwwn, and by examining a fieec 
be will tell in what country it was grown 
what-the condition of tbe animal was, i 
health or'sickness, during the growth o 
that fleece, and during which month 
tbe year tbe animal suffered from illness 


If the fiber of the fleece is short or long 


fine or coarse, weak or strong, so may th 
health of the animal be judged. 
Any 


thing that weakens the vitality of th 
animal affects'the fiber of the wool. 


The animal may have been well in th 


autumn and early winter. In midwinte 
It may lose flesh for some reason and the 
fatten toward spring. In such a case th 
wool shows marked structural weakness 
The fiber will be weak about the center. 


Again, if the sheep is ill from an; 


cause, in the autumn the weak place i 
the fiber will be near the tip. If the ill 
ness was during tbe spring, the weaknes 
will be nearer tbe roots. 


When such wool is woven into cloth 


you can understand how slight strain 
would break the fiber nnd cause the clot 
to stretch. Thus, you see, the illness o 
tbe sheep affects more than the animal.— 
Chicago Chronicle.
